THE BATTLE WAUES, 


Strikers Still After the DeAnult 


Miners. 


Drlcc»iknu With BrMfl HMH|* Ari-lilnf

PirrsBURu, Aug. 2.—The battle of 
he striking miners, to induce D«- 
Armit'smen tooome out, waged 
last night and'We early morning, 
with apparently .no further gains 
over last week. The marchers at 9 
a. m. in the vicinity of the Turtle 
Creek mine numbered 1,500. 
This 


is by actual count of a body of 1,026 
men and a careful estimate of 
smaller bodies of men. 
If reports 


received by the leaders are true, and 
there is no reason to doubt them, 
there will be 3,500 men on the 
ground by 'i p. m. to try to shame 
DeAruiit's men to come out. Other 
bodies of men are arriving every 
few minutes with brass bands and 
enthusiasm. 
This means a long 


fight if the leaders are able to con- 
tinue the good order among the 
men. So far during the marching 
not a striker has shown any sign of 
the use of liquor. 


While the ranks of the strikers at 


Turtle Creek were being augmented, 
parties of marchers were in the 
field to induce the miners not to go 
to work. About 200 gathered be 
fore the Turtle Creek mines before 
the men started to work. A line 
was opened up, And as the diggers 
neareiTthe pit mouth, they passed 
between the lines of the strikers. 
There was no attempt at force, but 
a number of the diggers stopped and 
talked with the strikers, and then 
passed 'on into the mine. Some 
were induced to come out. About 
an hour later the striken moved off 
in jbhe direction of the McCrea 
school house. 
Plum Creek mine 


was visited by them. At the Oak 


ll mine a demonstration was 


made, bnt no men were induced to 
quit. 


How many men are in the mine is 


not known. The strikers aay only 
eight, bnt it is known that fifteen 
new men went iu. At the Sandy 
Creek mine many went out. The 
company says 100 are at work, while 
strikers say only twenty-two went 
m. 


At 9:15 o'clock the marchers left 


Turtle Creek about 2,000 strong and 
started for the mass meeting at the 
McCrea school house. The proces- 
sion was headed by four 
brass 


nnds. The meeting is scheduled for 
11 oVock. 


President Dolan, who was arrest- 


ed early this morning on a charge 
of riot and unlawful assemblage, 
gave bail for a hearing on Wednes- 
day and again joined the strikers. 


Speaking of his arrest, Mr. Dolan 


commented bitterly on the action of 
Superintendent DeArmit. 
He ac- 


cused the operators of trying to in- 
cite riot by causing an arrest at such 
a time and place. He claims he was 
not disturbing anyone and that his 
arrest was made without cause. He 
ihinks the arrest, however, will 
ielp the cause of-the strike. 


MARCHING TO TURTLE CHEEK. 


PrrTSBTjRG, Pa., AugUbt 2.—Three 


inndred .strikers from the Beech 
Cliff mines, on the Pan Handle rail- 
road, marched through the city at 2 
o'clock this morning. 
They were 


txroud for Camp Determination, at 
Turtle Creek. The men were most- 
ly foreigners and carried canes and 
dabs. 
About an hour after the 


Beech Cliff men marched through 
another ghostly regiment, entered 
the city from the west and marched 
silently toward the DeArmit mines. 
They were the Imperial miners, 400 
strong, headed by a brass band. 
The first delegation also had a band. 
The march was without noise 
of 
any 
kind, 
until 
the 


Oakland 
power 
bouse 
was 


passed, when the band started 
up a lively march. It is stated that 
aU the miners of the Montonr Run 
railway will be at the meeting this 
morning. 
None of these delega- 


tions had been counted upon by the 
strikers'officials when listing the 
expected recruits from all over this 
end of the district.

through McKeesport at 2:30 this 
morning for Turtle Creole. 
They 


were headed by two bands and the 
American flag. The procession was 
an orderly one. 


The detachment sent to F.nm 


Creek mines this morning found 
that DeArmit had stolen another 
march on them. It was the inten- 
tion to hold a meeting at the Bethel- 
helm school house and to invite the 
Plum Creek miners there to attend. 
When the marchers reached the 
place they found that a fence had 
been erected around the school 
property, and notices posted that no 
trespassing would be allowed. This 
move engendered considerable ill 
feeling, as the school house grounds 
were the only public place in the 
vicinity of the mines where a meet, 
ing could he held. The leaders of 
the marchers said they would not 
disobey the notices, and the' men 
marched back to McCrea's school 
house. 


Speeches were also made in the 


Italian and Hungarian languages 
by interperters. Between 5,000 and 
6,000 miners wero present. The 
greatest enthusiasm was manifested, 
bnt there was no disorder. The 
speakers all cautioned the strikers 
agnlnst breaking the law. 


President Dolan, who arrived 


later, said that out of 1,000 miners 
employed in the throe minGS, 
sixty were at work. 
Secretary 


Warner w*s hi the city this worn- 


ing, 
and sent out two wagon 


loads of provisions to camp. He 
said that 
he will be too busy 


with the commissiary department 
to go into court today to make ap- 
plication for an injunction restrain- 
ing Sheriff Lowry from interfering 
with the marchers, but that he 
would place the matter befoie Judge 
Shaffer as soon as he had 
None of the district officials were 
present when the big meeting at 
McCrea's school house was called to 
order.

3ibson Lett, one of the men who 
attempted to go to work, was badly 
used up, his scalp laid open.

[4.25 a ton for puddling, hut the 
manufacturers positively refused 
to recede from their demand for a 
redaction from 14.50 to $4. When 
the puddlers held their last secret 
meeting to consider the matter the 
vote stood 13 to 12 in favor of tak- 
ing the whole reduction, and this por- 
aon of the difficulty was at an end. 
The new scale is as follows ; ' 'Font 
dollars a ton on 1-cent card rates ; 
$4.25 on 1 MO card rate; 14.75 on 
13-10 rate; |5 on 1 4-10 rate, and

Australians Go to >"ew Guinea

VANCOI'VKR, B. 0., Aug. 2.—The

Sydney 


brings information that news of 
still another uuusncre hat, been re- 
cieved at Sydney. Not long ago 
great numbers of Australia's huge 
army of unemployed were attracted 
by stories of fabulous gold panninj 
at Piqna and other interior points 
in New Guinea. Their ranks have 
been terribly thinned by murder, 
starvation and fatal swamp fevers. 
To make matters worse every native 
who helped a white man was mark- 
ed for the tomahawk. 


The remnant of those who went 


there met with misfortune and ruin. 
The stores gave out and for months 
they lived on "damper"and tea. 
Natives in the vicinity claimed to be 
ill-treated by the government in the 
way of scant stores and decided to 
teach the government a lesson by 
massacreing all the whites within 
reach. The whites were raided at 
night and put to death with toma 
liawks, being easy victims. After 
long suffering they were aick and 
emaciated and could not defend 
themselves. 
Many massacres had 


occurred in the same place previous- 
ly, but the governor has never at- 
tempted to punish the murderers. 
Later news confirms the massacre 
which occurred eighty-five miles 
from Port Morsby. The entire set- 
ilement of|natives and whites had 
their heads split open by a large 
band of savages. The government 
has sent a large body of military 
police to surround the natives and 
shoot if necessary.

The natives 
will be brought back manacled in 
the hold of a steamer chartered for 
the purpose

British subjects. 


Runnelland Bellona lie to the 


southward of ttuadalcanar, in the 
Solomon group, and were apparently 
discovered by Captain Wilkinson, in 
the Indispensible, in 1790. It is said 
copper ore is abundant on them. 
According to Lieutenant Richards, 
Rnnnell is about forty-five miles 
long and six or seven miles wide, of 
a uniform height of 400 feet, densely 
wooded, bnt apparently affords no 
anchorage.

Mr. H. W. Setoh-Karr, in The 


Century .describes his experiences in 
"After Big Game In Africa and In- 
dia." 
Shortly after bagging his

Signing to the Somalia to keep back, 
I instantly sat down and "drew a 
bead" upon her chest. Tho distance 
was about TO yards, and, although 
the wind was adverse to her and we 
had made no noise, she must have 
fcuen us liko moving shadows among 
the trees and was evidently full of 
suspicion and distrust. 


If I ever took careful aim, it was 


at that moment, and under cover of 
the smoke I shifted my position ae 
the rhinoceros came charging down 
upon us, giving three or four sharp 
whiffs like jets of steam, evidently 
wfth the intention of clearing the 
enemy away from tho rear before 
making her cscapettoward the front 
against the wind. Having, as she 
supposed, effected this maneuver— 
a very usual one on the part of the 
rhinoceros— she swerved off, and 
the two broke away across the for- 
est, crash after crash dying away 
in the distance, marking their course 
as they receded.

The taramea is the amulet, or 


It is a gum procured 
from a rare and very prickly leaved 
ulpiue plant, collected with great 
difficulty and with many supersti- 
tious ceremonies, and is said to be 
obtainable only by young virgins 
after many prayers, charms, etc., 
recited by the priest or medicine 
man.

her very well. She was quite tall 
and well made, 2nd her quickly 
changing face was long and fair, 
though wrinkled and no longer

and vertebrae atid every kind of tu- 
ber, root and plant to be found in 
the country" ("Kaffir Races," page 
310). Among the Zulus andMata- 
bele the kings are the chief medi- 
cine men, and a description is given 
of King Lobengnla whefl busily 
engaged in making medicine on the 
great feast day of the Matabele in a 
special hut prepared for the pur- 
pose. 


The king of Swaziland is also liigb 


priest, prophet and rainmaker to 
his people, and, as Mr. Mather says 
in his "Golden South Africa:" "In 
a bag of goatskin in bis own special 
hut he has treasures—all sorts of 
odds and ends. A peep into that 
bag discloses knuckle bones of men 
and beasts, pieces of dried flesh, bits 
of hair, roots and stalks of plants, 
rocks, scraps of broken bottles, to- 
gether with an old, tattered photo- 
graph or two. When rain is want- 
ed, Umbandme gets bis queer bug 
out He calls one or two witch doc- 
tors to attend him utid then per- 
forms some tucks. An ox is sacri- 
ficed, after which bis majesty de- 
clares that it will rain." 


In this multitude of charms the 


idea of medicine as a cure for dis- 
ease seems to be entirely lostosight 
of, but probably some of them may 
be used internally, for roots and 
stalks of plants usually figure among 
them, and it may be observed that 
savages have everywhere discover- 
ed the medicinal u«* of their native 
roots and plants and have in many 
instances initiated Europeans in 
their virtues. The Kaffirs always 
carry and use the root of the male 
fern as an antbelmintic, and there 
is a certain toot known among the 
Dutch at tie Cap* as "David's 
root," eugerly sought *f the Hot- 
tentots and Bushmen, and dug'up 
by them with much ceremony wlien 
the son is at ft particular point in 
the heavens, the digger ueing many 
precautions that hie or her shadow 
may not rest upon it. This root is 
a powerful tonic and is Used by 
them as such, and fiom them has 
been transferred to European med^ 
cine chests. These untutored sav- 
ages know also the valve of mints 
as nerve soothers and employ tb* 
leaves of a native mint to bind upon 
the h«ad in case of headache. We 
might, indeed, cite instance* man- 


ant and merry withal Her hair 
was a coppery, tawny red and false, 
moreover 
In her ears hung two 


gieat pearls, and there was a fine 
small crown studded with diamonds 
upon her head, besides a necklace of 
exceeding tine gold and jewels about 
her neck. 
She was attired in a 


white silk gown bordered with 
pearls the size of beans, and over it 
wore n mantle of black silk, cun- 
ningly shot with silver thready 
Her ruff was vast, her farthingale 
vahter, and her train, which was 
very long, was borne by a mar- 
chioness who made more ado about 
it than Elizabeth did of ruling her 
realm.

"Nippur, or Explorations ou the 
Euphrates." thus describes that 
great rh IT of history: 


"The 
Euphrates 
now flow 


through a dismal desert—a ctreuiu 
of muddy wnttr, with tamarisk aui 
poplar Juiigles, while licorice end 
Uuru nelds And tt few t>mall towns 
uml villages occupy a narrow, deep 
depression m a sterile, treelefcs pla- 
teau, inhabited ciily by nomads. 
But this baa not always been tbo 
case. In ancient times Hesopotatcla 
from the hiver Kbabor northward 
ami westward, seemt to have been 
fnirly well wooded, nell inhabited 
and profcpeious, while the Syrian 
side of the river, from tho bend by 
Barbalissw and upward, was rich 
and densely settled, and even to tho 
sooth and east of tins tbe rums of 
important cities may still be found, 
and the Atreyriao annals tell of for- 
ests in the same direction, remnants 
of which have been but lately redis- 
covered. In times of prosperity ami 
progress and *heu a Strong power 
controlled pjwt cr the whole of the 
Euphrates valley, civilization in- 
vaded tlio dcttit and established 
pofets and reeds, which checked uud 
diotu buck tlic AiuLa uud extoiilcd 
the urea of cultivable laud."

as possible. It should be removed 
not less than six or seven feet from 
the nearest wall No metallic ob- 
jects on the building should be near 
the tree, and its roots should pene- 
irate inotet soil
